Grid Ethics 
Group Studied

PHILADELPHIA 
M>t—The

mittee on.ethics of the American 
Football 
C o a c h e s 
Assn.. an- 


nounced today that, it' plans in the 
future to make public the names 
of coaches who violate its code. 


The decision, which came dur- 


ing the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Assn., convention here, re- 
verses the long-standing policy of 
•making known only the number of 
coaches censured. Violators may 
be punished by measures ranging 
from probation to expulsion from 
the association. 


The comrniUcfc repotted it had 


taken disciplinary action against 
three coaches for violation of the 
code of ethics at the mooting just 
concluded. The committee's deci- 
sions have been reported to the 
individual coaches and the presi- 
dents of their respective institu- 
tions. 


The committee, whose, chairman 


is Coach Bill Murray of Duke Uni- 
versity, also deplored "the situa- 
tion wherein the college adminis- 
tration knowingly permits a coach 
to violate the NCAA £.nd confer- 
ence rules." Murray said the com- 
mittee feels that in some instances 
college 
authorities 
permit 
such 


violations, while the coach gels 
the bad publicity when the viola- 
tion is discovered. 


The report said despite NCAA 


rulings, coaching from the side- 
lines has been more in evidence
